Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. ‘The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 

(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 


97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first ten days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Ses- 
sion, nor may any report of any Standing 
or Select Committee upon a Private Bill 
be received after the first four weeks of 
each Session, and no motion for the sus- 
pension or modification of this Standing 
Order shall be entertained by the House 
until the same has been reported on by 
the Committee on Standing Orders, or 
after reference made thereof at a previous 
sitting of the House to the Standing Com- 
mittees charged with the consideration of 
Private Bills, who shall report thereon to 
the House. And if this rule shall be sus- 
pended or modified as aforesaid, the pro- 
moters of any Private Bill which is pre- 
sented after the time hereinbefore limited, 
or for which the petition has been received 
after the time hereinbefore limited, shall 
in either case pay double the fees required 
in respect of such Bill by this rule, unless 
the House shall order to the contrary.

In the case of Bills to incorporate com- 
panies, in addition to the fee of $300 
mentioned in Rule 98, fees calculated on 
the capital of the company are payable at 
the same time.

A By-law to Authorize the Expropriation 
of Certain Real Property 


WHEREAS it is deemed necessary and 
in the public interest to expropriate the 
real property hereinafter described for 
highway purposes and to construct and 
install thereon necessary municipal works 
and services: 

Now, therefore, the Council of The 
Corporation of the District of Burnaby 
enacts as follows:— 

1. This by-law may be cited as “ Bur- 
pees Highway Expropriation By-law,

2. For highway purposes and for the

or tract of land and premises situ- 
ate, lying, and being in the Munici- 
pality of Burnaby, Province of 
British Columbia, and being more 
particularly known and described 
as that portion of Lot 22, Block 2, 
District Lot 28, Group 1, Plan 274, 
New Westminster District, shown 
outlined in red colour on right-of- 
way plan deposited No. 12029. 
By its servants and agents to enter 
upon any real property which may 
be injuriously affected by the exer- 
cise of any of the aforesaid powers 
for the purpose of executing any 
works of construction, mainten- 
ance, or repair in mitigation of 
injuries done or apprehended or in 
reduction of compensation.

A By-law to Expropriate a Right-of-way

in the zone in which they vote, or the 
authorized agent of any board or corpo- 
ration that is an owner of such land, or 
the legal representative of any owner of 
such land who has died, become insolvent 
or insane, and the persons qualified to be 
candidates at the first election of Trustees 
in each zone shall be the persons qualified 
to vote as aforesaid. 

7. Mr. Robert S. Wood, Ladysmith, 
B.C., shall be Returning Officer for the 
first elections of Trustees. He shall call 
a general meeting in each zone of the 


persons who are qualified as aforesaid to 
vote and shall, at least fifteen days before 
the date of the said meeting, post at five 
conspicuous places within each zone and 
publish in a newspaper circulating in the 
said zone a notice signed by him giving 
the date, time, and place of holding the 
said meeting. The Returning Officer shall 
be chairman of the said meeting, and, 
subject to the provisions of clause 6, he 
shall have power to determine whether or 
not any person who desires to vote is 
qualified to do so. He shall have power 
to determine the procedure to be followed 
at the meeting and the method of taking 
votes. Each qualified voter shall be en- 
titled to cast one vote for one candidate. 
The Returning Officer shall declare the 
results of the elections and shall notify 
the Comptroller of Water Rights of the 
said results. 

8. The candidates in Zones 1 and 3 re- 
ceiving the largest number of votes at the 
general meetings called pursuant to clause 
7 hereof shall hold office until the annual 
general meetings of 1965, the candidates 
in Zones 2 and 4 receiving the largest 
number of votes at the said general meet- 
ings shall hold office until the annual gen- 
eral meetings of 1964, and the candidate 
in Zone 1 receiving the second largest 
number of votes shall hold office until the 
annual general meetings of 1963. 

9. All subsequent elections of Trustees 
shall be held at the annual general meet- 
ings of the improvement district, and it 
shall be the duty of the Trustees to call a 
general meeting in each zone to be held 
between January Ist and May Ist in each 
year for the following purposes :— 

(a) To receive from the Trustees a re- 
port on the undertakings of the 
improvement district for the pre- 
ceding fiscal year and a statement 
of the financial condition of the 
improvement district prepared by 
the auditor: 

(b) To discuss with the Trustees any 
matter relating to the undertakings 

- or finances of the improvement 
district: 

(c) To elect a Trustee to succeed the 
one whose term of office expires 
coincident with the holding of 
such annual general meeting, or to 
elect a Trustee or Trustees to fill 
any other vacancy or vacancies 
that has or have occurred or is or 
are about to occur among the 
Trustees. 

A special general meeting may be called 
by the Trustees in any zone at any time 
for the purpose of electing a Trustee or 
Trustees to fill any vacancy or vacancies 
among the Trustees, or for the purpose of 
discussing with the owners any matter or 
matters which in the opinion of the Trus- 
tees should be brought up at a general 
meeting. 

At least fifteen days’ notice of every 
general meeting in any zone shall be given 
by the Trustees by a notice posted in five 
conspicuous places in the zone and pub- 
lished in a newspaper circulating in the 
zone. 

The secretary of each zone shall enter 
in a book provided by the Trustees for 
this purpose minutes of all matters 
brought before the meeting and the action 
taken thereon. At any general meeting in 
a zone every person shall be qualified to 
vote who is a Canadian citizen and is 
twenty-one years of age or older and is 
the owner of land situate in the said 
zone, or the authorized agent of any board 
or corporation that is an owner of such 
land or legal representative of any owner 
of such land who has died, become in- 


solvent or insane, and is qualified to be 
registered as a voter under the Provincial 
Elections Act. Every person qualified as 
aforesaid to vote shall be qualified to be a 
candidate for Trustee of the improvement 
district. In the event of the right of any 
person to vote at any general meeting 
being challenged, the chairman shall have 
authority to determine whether or not 
such person is entitled to vote, and the 
chairman may require such person to 
make and file with him a statutory decla- 
ration showing that the declarant is quali- 
fied as aforesaid to vote at such general 
meeting. Forthwith after the holding of 
a general meeting the Trustees shall file 
with the Comptroller of Water Rights a 
true copy of the minutes of such meeting 
and copies of all auditor’s reports and 
financial statements presented or dis- 
cussed at the meeting. 

10. With respect to the first tax by-law 
for capital expenditure, subsequent tax 
by-laws which would create an annual 
levy of three mills or more over a period 
of years, and tax by-laws which would 
create an annual levy of one-half mill or 
more for one year only, the Trustees shall, 
by plebiscite as directed by the Comp- 
troller of Water Rights, ascertain the 
views of the persons entitled to vote as 
set out in clause 9 hereof. The Trustees 
shall not pass a tax by-law in respect of 
the question submitted to the voters unless 
those persons in favour thereof polled at 
least two-thirds of the total number of 
votes polled. 

11. The Trustees of the improvement 
district shall 

(a) appoint annually as auditor of the 
improvement district a member of 
the Institute of Chartered Account- 
ants of British Columbia or of the 
Certified General Accountants’ As- 
sociation of British Columbia and 
fix his remuneration, which shall 
be paid from the funds of the 
improvement district; 
fix the remuneration to be paid to 
the Trustees from the funds of the 
improvement district, such remun- 
eration to be based on the actual 
expenses incurred by each Trustee 
in attending meetings and generally 
performing his duties as Trustee; 

(c) cause to be kept books containing 

particular and accurate records of 
all receipts and expenditures of 
the funds of the improvement 
district. 

12. Sections 62 (1) to (4), inclusive, 
63 (2) to (7), inclusive, 64, 65, 66, 67, 
and 68 (2) of the Water Act do not apply 
to Ladysmith and District Hospital Im- 
provement District No. 33. 

13. All words and phrases given special 
meaning in section 2 of the Water Act 
shall, where used herein, be ascribed the 
meaning given them in the said section 
unless the context otherwise requires.
